Since cutlery plays such an important p art in the kitchen work, it 
will pay you lo t a l e time to consider just what you do need in the way of 
knives for your kitchen. Sta rtin g off with the most frequent ta sks,'w e 
.otne first to the paring knit en. It s best to have two, one at the sink. ami 
me at the work tattle. Then th ere’s always one where vou need it, or for 
any helper you may have. A utility knife, slightly la rger and stro nger 
than 
he pa rn g 
nixes, has manx uses. .And th e r e ’s no substitute for a 
.n ap e!i ult knife to loosen the sections ut g rapefru it and oranges, 


Tiler® are paring knives with different-shaped 
blades to choose from. Pick up each one and do a little 
imaginary peeling ami parin g to get the feel of the 
knife and the comfort of the handle. There will be one 
th at seem® easiest to use and best fits your hand.

You reed a good carving knife, th at substantial 
sturd y tool with its stiff blade and curved point that 
takes care of both ra w and hot meats and gets in and 
under the joints of a fowl And you just can't get along 
Without a fo o d slicer, which is a bit longer and n a r­ 
rower than the carver, with a slightly flexible blade 
Thin, even slices of cold meat, fruit cakes, and pound 
cakes fall away neatly from its efficient blade. 


A good bread knife xxon’t lie idle even though you 
may buy some breads sliced. And of course there is 
bread to be cut very thin for sandwiches and Melba 
(•oast, and you will nave to slice your homemade bread* yourself. Any 
breud knife approved by the Institute will cut clean. 


We, at the Institute, feel that spatulas a re indispensable. Those 
flexible tools have so many uses. Each of oui kitchens has three sizes. 
I he small narrow one slips even the tiniest cupcakes out of the pans and 
-plead s the icing .hi th em ; and loosens, without breaking, the edges of 
jellies, or individual custards or puddings in turnin g them out. The me­ 
dium-sized spatula, a Little longer than a dinner knife, is used to remove 
larger cakes, meat loaves, etc., from their pans, and for such purposes 
scraping up doughs th at stick to the boart! or table. The .shorter spatula, 
.hat in as broad as a pancake turner, is used for just that 
turnin g pun-’ 
■ ukes. eggs, meat cakes, bananas and foods that t i e cooking in a s k i l l e t 
or on a griddle. J u s t the tool for lifting rolled cookies from board to b a k ­ 
ing sheet, and for removing them from the sheet when baked. 


Include in you r cutlery a two-tined fork large enough to give you 
a good g n p in lifting a r oast out of tin* pan anti to hold in inly foods you 
are slicing. Fo r carving, however— which is cutting toward you 
always 
use a real carving fork with a protecting linger guard. Fo r testing the 
doneness of vegtables and other foods th at are cooking, add a smaller 
Kuchen fork. 


And don’t overlook our good friend, the kitchen shears, which snip 
iff carrot, beet and celeiy tops, clip the cm.l used in tr ussing poultry, 
rim the pa. 
o. pier.. Good kitchen shears are even strong enough to
